With all his opportuni- 
ties of acquiring knowledge that he can 
use the American farmer is away and away 
behind his European brother in the prac- 
tical results of agriculture. 

America is the native home of the po- 
tato, and the best potatoes in the world are 
grown in the Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
States. The mineral salts in the soil give 
to the potato a mealiness and a peculiar 
palatable flavor. Vet our production per 
acre of this vegetable does not compare 
with that of Germany and other European 
countries. 
Georgia and other Southern States are 
able to produce corn enough to supply the 
whole country, yet over 90 per cent. of the 
corn they consume is shipped to them from 
the North. 

In dairy products we are far behind Nor- 
way and Sweden, both in the quality and 
the quantity, yet we have longer summer 
seasons than the Scandinavian countries 
and as succulent grasses. But they exceed 
us in growing root vegetables and in the 
art of feeding cows. In the British Islands 
and in France and Germany the grain yield 
per acre is double that of the United States. 
The crime of our farmers is soil neglect. 
The government agricultural stations are 
doing much in instructing farmers in

DUBLIN, July 26.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The announcement that the 
Duke of Connaught has decided to 
return to Canada has disappointed 
many Irishmen who had conceived the 
notion that he was to be the first 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland under a 
home rule Parliament. 

They understand the difficulties that 
will surround such a delicate position, 
but they would not bring themselves 


to realize that the Duke would ever 
decline such a responsibility, although 
his close relationship with the sover- 
eign might render the position almost 
impossible for him. The first sug- 
gestion that he would make an ideal 
viceroy had as its basis the feeling 
that a member of the royal family 
occupying such a position would go 
far to conciliate the hostile attitude 
of the Orange forces. John Redmond 
and his followers would willingly have 
supported the appointment of the 
Duke, but the Unionist element gave 
out that they would feel themsélves 
seriously compromised if he accepted 
If pome rule comes 
long they prefer to have a vice- 
roy with no royal connections. 

The man’ who finally takes the po- 
sitiong will have to stand whatever 
comes his way without claiming any 
immunity on account of 
aristocratic associations. The post 
will never be a sinecure.

SAYS THEY VIOLATE TREATY.

BIRMINGHAM (Eng.) July 26. — 
Prime Minister Asquith characterized 
the spectacle presented by the Balkan 
states as “disheartening and repel- 
lant” in a speech at the Chamber of 
Commerce centenary banquet here 
Monday night. 25 the other hand, he 


said, were the Balkan states drenching 
with one another’s blood the territory 
their united efforts had freed from 
the Turkish rule; on the other hand 
was Turkey, disregarding the treaty 
of London, on which the ink was 
scarcely dry, and taking advantage of 
the differences between her late ene- 
mies to recover her lost territory. 

The powers, continued Mr. Asquith, 
were doing everything possible to 
bring the disputants to a peaceful con- 
ference. Today it seemed likely that 
such a conference would take place. 

“We believe,” he added, “that it 
must result in the immediate suspen- 
sion of arms and 4 speedy settlement, 
upon the terms of which, with a view 
to what has happened, the great pow- 
ers must and wil preserve their own 
judgement.”

On top of the box is a slid- 
ing ui and in one end is an aperture 
just engugh to fit over the neck 
of the snake. The head ig drawn out 
through the hole by means of a lagso 
and the lid tightened against the neck. 
making the snake powerless to do 
any harm. 4 glass is placed in the 
open mouth of the reptile and it in- 
stantly brings down its jaws, throwing 
out in its anger all of the poison that 
the sack contains. The supply usually 
obtained by this disgorging process is 
from one to two tablespoonfuls. When 
the poison has been ejected the oper- 
ator quickly quts out the fangs, which 
lay down close to the jaws in the 
back part of the mouth and resemble 
hypodermic needles. Having removed 
the fangs you make a slit in the pol 
son sack and thereafter the snake ¢an 
do no Harm.

Most of the duelling 
arms were of English manufacture, 
and cost way up in the hundreds of 
dollars, as they were the most per- 
fect of their kin The weapons 
used by Hamilton Burr cost near- 
ly $250, and those used by Decatur 
Barron quite half that amount. 
In Florida and Louisiana up to 1840 
the sword was much oftener used 
than the pistol, while the Creoles of 
the latter States have invariably 
fought with four-sided rapiers called 
colimachades. Up to 1827 the sword 
was resorted to in Mississippi; but 
after that date most of the duels 
fought in that State were with dowie 
knives or long barrelled rifles called 
yaegers. In Missouri rifies and pis- 
tols were generally used. while in 
California horse pistols, derringers, 
regulation duelling pistols, army and 
navy revolvers, rapiers, broad swords, 
bowie knives, rifles, yaegers and shot- 
guns were all 
ears of bloody work. 

The bowle knife, which was used 
in Louisiana and Mississippi in half 
of the duels — in those States 
Between the 1810 and 1830, 
a conceit Rezin Bowie, who 
nad seen his brother James use a- 
broken sabre in a de te encounter 
| with a rival land agent, and who 
whittled from a piece of wood a huge 
sample suggested by the piece of 
sabre, but shaped like a knife, with 
a handle. This he took to a Massa- 
chusetts blacksmith named Black- 

man at Shrevesport, who made the 
firet Bowie knife out of a big rasp 
tat He used when shoeing horses, 
and which was further polished and 
tempered and otherwise improved 
upon by a New Orleans cutler named 
Sanchez. Several more were made 
like the original, in New Orleans, und 
then a sample was taken to a Phila- 
deiphia cutiler, by Rezin Bowie, and a 
large number were made and put on 
the market. This knife was a favorite 
in Low a, Missiasippi, Texas, Ar- 
kansas, Kentucky, Tennessee, Virgin- 
la and California, and was used both 
as a duelling and all round weapon 
to a greater or lesser extent. The

The derringer, which became the 
truest and most dangerous of all due!l- 
ling weapons for many years, was in- 
vented by a Philadelphia gunsmith 
named r. who was noted for 
the exquisite fipeness of his work on 
firearms and its general excellence, 
particularily in pistols. The flint lock 
was then used: and to insure its not 
missing fire the lock work especially 
had to be done with a great deal of 
care. Hardly ever more than four 
Inches to the barrel and carrying 
about sixty bullets to the pound, by 
reason of a peculiarity in the manner 
of boring and the arrangement of the 
powder chamber, no small pistol of 
the time ever drove a bullet at a 
short. distance with the terrible power 
and deadly effect of the derringer. It 
was intended for close quarters and 
at ten or fifteen fect or paces its bul- 
let would smash an armor or leg into 
splinters. Because of this smashing 
quality the derringer was called a 
“bone-breaker” and well deserved its 
name.

They had two sets of bar- 
réla fitted to each stock. One set was 
four inches and the other six inches 
in length. Each carried sixty bullets 
to the pound. The pistols were gold- 
mounted, with beautiful inlaid work 
wherever it could be placed, in silver 
and gold. The locks were made by 
Brazier, the most famous maker of 
gun locks in England, and they cost
